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“DEATH OF THE POPE. 


. Rome, Jan. 21. 

The sndden and unexpected news of the Pope's relapse caused 
a tremenidoca sensation among sli classes. A feeting of hope fulness 
cama during the day owing to the small proportion cf fatalities in 
the present induenza epidemic in Roma even where pneumonia super. 
vened, but this hope was dispelled by 3 subsequent grave bulletin, 
‘At 9.30 in the evening the Pepe's voice became hearse and feeble, 
The lucidity of his mind was unimpaired and His Holiness fully 
realised his condition and personally handed his will to Cardinal 

arri. , ngewe le: 
Gaps physician, who visited the Pope, declared that he is patsing 
peacefully away. His heart is bez: nning to fail, and his pulse is 
becoming intermittent. Cardinal. Gi ‘org: has recited the prayers for 
the dying. 

After receiving the Communion at two in the morning the 
Pope requested extreme unction whieh Cardinals Zampini and Testoni 
administered. .The Pope's condition is stowly becoming worse and 
is new most grave. His mental facatties’ are declining and his 
speech is occasionally incoherent. His Holiness is showing the 
deepest solicitude for those wh> are attending him. repeatedly thank- 
ing the doctors and nursas. Physician Battistini, who had been 
watching at the bedside for many hours, acceded to the Pope's insiat- 
ent appeals and retired to rest at three in the morning. 

‘As a result of restful moments the Pope rallied somewhat in 
the forenzon and talked to them at his bedside, but towards noon 
weakness returned, and his condition steadily became worse. His 
breathing shortened, and his pulse accelerated compelling realisation 
that nothing could be done. By his bedside towards the end were 
Cardinals in purple cassocks and penitentiary plain black kneeling 
in silent prayer. The hush was only broken by the subs of the bed-» 
aiders, the low chant cf the penitential psalms and an accasional 
delirious word frem the dying Pontiff as the malady slowly under- 
mined his store of nervous energy. and ke was vainly resisting ¢

-BRITISH POLITICS. 


Londons, Jan. 21. 

It is earned that Mr. Lityd) George and Mr. Chamberlain have’ 
reached an agreement to continue the present Coalition, concentrat- 
ing cn a policy of reduction of expenditure and ‘taxation and attack- 
ing the Labour Party. It is considered that the likelihood of a col- 
lapse of the Coatition with a speedy election has been averted. 

Mr. Lioyd George, addressing the Coalition-Liberal Conference at 
Westminster, emphasised that the urgent problem to-day was the 
restoration of world trade, te whieh the restoration of peace in 
Europe was essential and that the best had been done by the Inter- 
national Conference. It wa3 impossible tc revert to the old diploma- 
tic methods of exchanging letters and dispatches. What had 
pened in France recently showed how warily they must tread among 
bristling, national suspicions. He dwelt on the success of the 
Washington Conference, notably in restoring gocd Anglo-American 
understanding,.-m which the peace of the world largely defended. 
The impending Conference at Genova would be in many respects the 
greatest ever held. Some contended that the League of Nations 
sbould have summoned it, but the greatest cbjection to this was the 
fact that such an invitation wauld out-rale the United States and 
Russia," whose attendance was most desirable. The nations of, 
Europe without distinction had been invited to Genoa because it- was 
necessary to end wars and rumoors of wars, which had been fetter-- 
ing internaticnal business. Peace was impousible unless a real 
understanding was reached, follewed by considerable reductions in 
armaments. Britain was setting an example by the reduction of 
her army, navy and air foree, and [t was essential to reduce the 
burden on the taxpayer withort impairing the national security. He 
appealed to the mation to assist the Government in executing the 
recommendations of the Geddes Committee whose report, when pub- 
lished, would involve a most drastic and most ruthless cutting down: 
and would. provoke critieism and resistance. He concluded that the 
Coalition was necessary to foil revolutionary enterprise | aiming at 
the overthrow of individual enterprise and to maintain Britain as 
the one great stable country, to which the world looked.

BENEDICT XY. 


All Christesdom must feel deeply affected by the 
sudden paysing of Pope Benedict XV. The manner of the 
Pontiffs end was wortby of the head of bis historic Church. 
Only a few days ago bis Holiness sent King George a 
congratulatory message upon the.Irish settlement; it was 
but on Saturday that the first Press cables regarding the 
Pope's critical condition reached'the Colony; and at 4.20 
yesterday morning an announcement arrived recording 
that the chief of Roman Catholicism had ceased to breathe. 
Death was due to pneumonia ensuing upon induenzal 
bronchitis. It seems scarcely probable, but we must wait 
toJearn whether the‘attack bad any connection with the 
epidemic that bas been raging in partsof Europe. Ap- 
parently it was in the early evening of Saturday, a little 
after Go'clock, that the watchers realised that their vigil 
was over. The cables show how impressive were the final 
scenes. His Holioess had received Communion at 2 o'clock 
tn the morning, and not long afterwards Extreme Unction 
was administered at bis request. As often happens, the 

_ patient rallied—the last flicker that precedes dissolution. 

The dying Pontiff, as the message movingly apprises us, 
“showed the deepest Solicitude for those attending him, 
repeatedly thanking doctors and nurses,” and insistently 
appealing to Dr. Battistini, who bad+been at the bedside 
for many hours, to retire for rest. 

Unlike many occupants of the Papal Throne in former 
and some in later times, Giacomo della Chiese, who selected 
the title of Benedict XV.. was of noble family. Born 67 
years ago, he was ordained at the age of twenty-four, and in 
1883 became Secretary to the Papal Embassy in Spain. Io 

- 1000, he was consecrated Bishop and in 1907 he became 
Archbishop of Rologna, while in May 1914 he was elected 
to the Sacred Collere—the institution of the Cardinals. 
dtis often supposed that the Pope must be elected from 
that body. .The head of the Church of Rome is elected by, 
but (theoretically. at least) not, necessarily from the 
Cardinals: indeed. the elected need not even be an 
ecclesiastic, though be would have to be consecrated 
as. Bishop before entering upon the duty of 
Vicegerent of Christ, as adherents of Romanism regard the 
Pope. Sucls elections, it need svarely be said, do not occur 
in latter-day history; but the case of the deceased Pontiff 
was remarkable, because he was the junior Cardinal. ; 

“It was in September 1914, a month after the outbreak 
"of the great war, that Benedict XV became the 263rd 
successor of St. Peter. His Holiness was therefore 
‘called rpon to falfl his high office under circumstances of 
altogether exceptional diffictilty, and it can readily be 
believed that the terrible world conflict, besides saddenin 
the soul, prejudiced the health of Benedict KV. It will 
_, easily be recalled that the Pope made efforts in the easlier 

stages of the war to effect am exchange of prisoners, a 
beneficent ‘purpose frustrated by- Germany. In 1917 
Benedict made an unavailing attempt. to bring about 
peace. Recently the Pope had cause for rejoicing over more 
than one matter of great moment. -Last-year a reconeilia. 
tion took place with the French Government, which bad 
been estranged from the Vatican for a dozen fears 
through the separation of Stateand Church. His Hofiness 
lived to hear of the signing of the Irish treaty, in which he! 
naturally felt a special interest; and within, secent weeks 
it bas been reported that a séttlement is-in- sight of the 
long-standing difference between the Vatiesn and the 
Quirinal consequent upog the former being dispossessed of 
temporal power when Victor Emmanuel, was. roclafr 
King of united Italy. Comparatively short, the Pontificate
